2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
was found to be Canaperi et al (US 6,348,076), 

3. Canaperi teaches compositions in the form of a slurry which contain oxidizing agents, 
liquid carriers, polishing particles, chelating agents and surfactants. Canaperi teaches various 
surfactants including anionic, cationic and zwitterionic compounds (see col. 4, lines 25-30). 
Canaperi teaches various sulfonated anionic compounds but fails to teach sulfonated zwitterionic 
compounds. Furthermore, Canaperi fails to provide motivation for the substitution of the 
sulfonated zwitterionic compounds for those sulfonated anionic compounds taught.
